Sermon 

Thank you Curtis and Phil for sharing what you did about your father. He made 
me promise not to talk about him at this service, which I’ 11 try to respect, although 
not totally. I’m certain he’ll forgive me for the little I do. However, surprisingly, 
he did say it was alright for one of you to say something about him. Thank you. 

Some of you may be wondering why I’m standing here. Usually I’m over there. 

A number of years ago, Don and Marjorie were on their way out of church when 
Don said, “Thank you for your sermon. I got a lot out of it.” 

To which I replied, “Thank you.” 
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Don said, “I always get something out of your sermons.” 

“Well, thank you very much!” I exclaimed. 

Then Don said, “Even when they’re not very good, I look at Jesus in the window 
and am reminded that Jesus is always with me, caring for me as a shepherd cares 
for a lamb. So, I always know I’m going to get something out of your sermons.” 

I can’t remember what I said after that. 

Don and I enjoyed teasing each other. It was one of the ways we loved each other. 

I’m standing here because if you’re not getting something out of my sermon, you 
can at least keep your eyes on Jesus and be reminded that he’s always with you. 
For Don, it was always all about Jesus. 

For those of you who both knew Don and know me, you know there wasn’t much 
we agreed on when it came to interpreting scripture or theology; however, we 
both believed Jesus is Ford and we should love others. That was enough to keep 
us going down the road together and, even more, provide a foundation for the 
deep love and respect we had for each other as brothers in Christ regardless of our 
differences. 

It’s becoming more common these days when a person dies to have a 
“Celebration of Fife” instead of a funeral or memorial service. Don and I 
occasionally talked about this change. It seemed to both of us that “Celebrations 
of Fife” often served as a means to blunt the harsh reality of death that lies ahead 
of each of us and the grief we usually have to bear when someone we love dies. It 
seemed to both of us that calling what we’re about today a “Celebration of Fife” 
is yet another way we have of denying the power of death. 

Death is powerful. Even at the end of a long, well-lived life death can leave us 
grieving. Even though I’m grateful for my brother that the struggles and troubles 
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of this life have passed and he’s been freed to continue his journey into the great 
mystery that lies beyond this life, I still grieve. I’ll miss him and what we shared. 

As Christians, we take the power of death seriously. Regardless of our faith, we 
know the grief we feel when someone we love dies and the anxiety and fear we 
often feel when we consider our own deaths. While it’s right and good to 
celebrate the lives of those who have died; celebrating their lives does little to 
soothe the grief we feel when someone we love dies, or the anxiety and fear we 
often feel when we consider our own deaths. 

When Lazarus died - he was a close friend of Jesus - and Jesus saw the grief of 
those who loved Lazarus, Jesus was greatly disturbed in Spirit and deeply moved. 
As they took Jesus to Lazarus’ tomb, Jesus began to weep. The Jews said, “See 
how he loved him!” (John 11:35-36) Jesus wept because he loved Lazarus; and 
when someone we love dies the natural response is to grieve. 

When Jesus was faced with his own death, “he began to be distressed and agitated 
and said to his closest friends, “I am deeply grieved, even to death; remain here, 
and keep awake.”” (Mark 14:33-34) 

Death is powerful. Even at the end of a long life well-lived, death can leave us 
filled with grief. The apostle Paul considered death the last enemy. (1 
Corinthians 15:26) 

While it’s indeed right and good to celebrate Don’s life - what a faithful servant 
of our Lord Jesus Christ - that’s not what Don wanted us to be about this 
morning. Instead, Don wanted us to celebrate the love of God in Christ Jesus for 
all God’s people. There was nothing more important for Don than the love of 
God in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

First, we believe the reason we’re here is because of God’s love. Not just here 
this morning, but here at all. The author of First John writes, “God is love.” (1 
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John 4:8, 16) That is one of the fundamental theological affirmations of 
Scripture: God is love. Because God is love, God created all that exists because 
love always needs an object, love cannot exist by and for itself. The universe and 
everything in it, including us, exists because God is love. 

Second, the universe and everything in it are gifts from God, but the greatest of 
God’s gifts to us is love. 

When Paul considers God’s gifts he writes, “Strive for the greater gifts. ...now 
faith, hope, and love abide, these three; and the greatest of these is love.” (1 
Corinthians 12:31; 13:13) 

The greatest of God’s gifts is love and, as Christians, we believe we see God’s 
love most fully in Jesus. Jesus embodied what it means to obey the greatest 
commandment, “You shall love the Lord your God with all your heart, soul, mind 
and strength and you shall love your neighbor as yourself. There is no greater 
commandment.” (Mark 12:30-31) 

As Christians, we believe there is no one who has more fully revealed the love of 
God than Jesus Christ. 

Jesus Christ loved and trusted God and because he did he proclaimed the good 
news that the kingdom of God is with us and called us to open our eyes and ears 
to see and hear God among us. 

Jesus Christ loved and trusted God and because he did he loved and forgave those 
who were ashamed and guilty; healed the sick; befriended the lonely; fed the 
hungry; freed those who were captive to their demons; raised the dead; and gave 
hope to those who lived in despair. 

Jesus Christ loved and trusted God and because he did he was willing to endure 
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the suffering and god-forsaken death of a cross. 

Indeed, there has never been one who more fully revealed the love of God for us 
than Jesus Christ. 


However, as fully as Jesus revealed the love of God for us in his love for, and trust 
in God; and his love of others; if Jesus’ story would have ended with his death on 
the cross we would be left with our grief and despair. But his story did not end on 
the cross. 

On that first Easter morning, a few of the women who followed Jesus, along with 
a handful of men, were blessed to hear that glorious proclamation, “Christ is 
Risen! Christ is Risen!” 

Those three joyous words changed everything. If Christ is risen then death no 
longer has power over us. The last enemy has been defeated and we are free to 
live... loving and trusting God and loving others. Death no longer has power over 
us. In the end, God’s love is the greatest power in the universe. 

In one of the most powerful passages in all scripture, Paul bears witness to this 
when he writes, “For I am convinced that neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor 
rulers, nor things present, nor things to come, nor powers, nor height, nor depth, 
nor anything else in all creation, will be able to separate us from the love of God 
in Christ Jesus our Lord.” (Romans 8:38) 


This is what our brother Don would have us celebrate; not his life, but Jesus’ life, 
and the love of God revealed in Jesus for Don and all God’s children. 


Don was a faithful follower of Jesus Christ because he knew the love of God 
revealed in Jesus Christ, a love that empowered him to faithfully love and trust 
God, and love others; a love that blessed him with comfort and hope even as he 
faced his own death; a love that sustained him in life and now sustains him in 
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death. This is what our brother would have us celebrate today. 

If you want to celebrate and honor our brother’s life, do so by trusting in the love 
of God revealed to us in Jesus Christ. Give your hearts to Jesus. Love and trust 
God. Love others. And, most important of all, remember that Jesus is always 
with you caring for you as a shepherd cares for a lamb. 

Now may the peace that passes all understanding keep your hearts and minds in 
Christ Jesus until we are gathered with Don and all those who have gone before 
us in celebrating God’s amazing love for all eternity. Amen.
